Rartsch and Padley’s new ‘‘Pioneer Meat Market,’’ the spacious Opera 
Tlouse, hesides the numerous extensions to other established businesses, 
and aforementioned erection of residences, which necessitated the Village 
Council putting down over a half-mile of side-walks. Truly a good 
year’s record. 

The rapid growth of the town soon got beyond the limited powers 
of control possessed by the Village Council, and an application for the 
incorporation of the village was granted, and in the month of June the 
first Mayor (Dr. William Rose) and Councillors N. Bray, Beach, C. J. 
Kray, Veggat, T. Henderson, ani W. H. James were lected, and with 
their extended powers ‘‘got busy from the jump.’? All unfinished work 
haa heen completed, the streets graded-—which hasjenormousty imprev- 
cd the conditions of traffic and the town’s appearance generally—the 
evfedule of rates and taxes, and the waterworks and sewernge systems 
heave heen drawn up and passed by the ratepayers. Alderman N. Bray 
Laving vacated his seat F. H. Blackbourne was elected in his stead, and 
at a recent election the ratepayers renewed their confidence in the re- 
tiring Mayor and Councillors, so they who have begun so well may con- 
tinue in their efforta to make Gleichen a peer among towns, 

The installing of the Governn eat loug distance telephone marked 
an era af progressive convenience ai d utility. “The erection of the local 
telephone exchange system also has drawn to an appreciable nearness to 
completion, This, avded to the improvements in roads, bridges, canals 
ant ditches completed, and in course of construction, has materially 
lenefitted Gleichen in a permanent manner, 

Owing to the energies of Messrs. Markle and Gooderham, of the 
Indian Department, the Blackfoot Indians have quit-claimed 115,000 
acres of their reserve, and it is pronounced as being about the finest 
agricultural land in the province, The survey has been completed and 
it has been sub-divided into quarter sections, and is expected to he sold 
during spring. ‘This deal is one that will prove of inestimable value to 
Gleichen’s further progress a3 it places the farming population all round 
the town, with its attendant trade, 

Boring operations for gas were commenced during the month of 
July and excellent progress was being made when it was found advisable 
to move the plant some fifteen feet further’ over, which was done. The 
work has since been re-commence | with renewed energies, and so rapid 
las been the advance in the work that Mr. Dingman, the Managing- 
Director of the company, anticipates that Gleichen will have gas for 
lighting and power purposes by next June, As the rate agreed upon for 
rupplying the town with the gas is extremely low the convenience will 
will be a boon to the people, and great inducement to manufacturers to 
Jocate here for cheap power. Should the flow of gas be obtained in a 
large quantity it is the intention to pipe it to Calgary also, 

As to the growth of the settlements north and south of Gleichen it 
may be guaged from the fact that twelve months ago Gleichen Post 
Office was the distributing centre for about four sub-oftices, and now 
the number has increased to fifteen, the bulk of mail matter considerably 
more than doubling that increase. ‘Thus a pen-picture is drawn of the 
vist influx of settlers that has been eventuating during that period, trans- 
forming the bald prairie into a hive of industry and ambition. 

The farming district around Gleichen has shown an even greater 
sign of prosperity marked by the improvements installed in residences, 
barns, stock, implementa, ete., proving that, although the season had 
not been as successful as anticipated, the crops generally were satisfie" 
tory.

Conservation Commission Report that 
Over Thirty Per Cent. of the Forest 
Fires are Caused by Railway 
Locomotives—Are Advising Legis- 
lation to Prevent the Enormous 
Annual Fire Losses, 
Ottawa.—Apprehension has been ex- 

pressed by the railway officials at the 
proposed legislation regarding fires 
set by locomotives, which was fore- 
shadowed by Hon. Clifford Sifton, 
chairman of the commission of con- 
servation in an address recently de- 
livered before the Ottawa Canadian 
club. 

An interview given by a leading 
railway official subsequently appear- 
ed in the press, questioning the re- 
liability of the statistics of railway 
fires compiled by the commission of 
conservation, and attacking the pro- 
posed 1 gislution. When _ confronted 
with this interview M. J. Patton, act- 
ing secretary of the commission of 
conservation, said: 

“The railroad man who gave that 
interview was not informed of facts. 
The statistics representing fires set by 
railways as given by Mr. Sifton in his 
recent address are from the most au- 
thentic source. When it was known 
early in the season that the forest fire 
losses this year would likely be 
heavy the commission of conserva- 
tion despatched expert officials to 
visit the scenes of various fires and 
investigate causes. 

‘The reports of these men have been 
made and show that over thirty per 
cent. of the forest fires for which 
definite causes could be assigned were 
caused by railway locomotives. This 
information was gathered by thor- 
oughly experienced men and is of the 
most reliable sort. 

“The Conservation commission, in 
advising kgislation to prevent the 
enormous aunutl fire losses from this 
cause, made sure that their recom- 
mendations should be backed at home 
with facts that were in no wise open 
to question. 

‘Then there is a most inexcusable 
ignorance displayed regarding the leg- 
islation the commission is asking the 
government to pass. The 
that the enactment of the legislation 
recommen‘tled would hold railways re- 
sponsible for all fires adjacent to their 
lines is not true. Nothing of the kind 
has ever been proposed. What the 
commission did recommend was that 
the railways should be liable to a 
Penalty for all fires actually caused 
y sparks from thir locomotives and 
for all fires which were allowed to 
spread from their right of way to ad- 
jacent lands, 

They will not be held liable for fires 
if they can show that they had on 
their locomotives the b st modern ap- 
pliances to prevent the emission of 
sparks; that their emipioyeh had 
shown no negligence in conducing to 
starting or preventing of fires, and 
that they had a properly equipped fire 
fighting staff @to check fires once 
started, 

“In other words, railways are to be 
liable to a penalty for fires they start, 
unless they can show that they have 
used ev'ry rensonalle precaution to 
prevent damage from that s.urce. No 
fair-minded man can say that such 
legislation would be unreasonable.”

TWO KILLED IN FALL 


Padia and Lafion Lost Lives When 
Monoplane Capsized in Paris- 
to-Brussels Fiight 
Paris.—The worst naerop!ane acci- 
dent in the history of French avia- 
tion occurred recently at Issy, when 
Marquis Mari Paula and Alexandre 
Lafion, chief pilot of the Antionette 
school of aviation, were killed by an 
80-foot fall from their Antionette 

monoplane. 

Lafiion’s wife witnessed the tragedy. 
Within 15 minutes of the time she 
kissed her daring husband farewell 
she threw herself in a paroxyism o 
grief over his mangled body. She is 
in a critical condition from the 
shock. 

Lafiion was piloting the machine, 
and Paula, the owner of the mono- 
plane, was a passenger. They were 
contesting for a $20,000 prize offered 
for the speediest two-pasacnger flight 
from Paris to Brussels and return. 
When almost directly over Hangar 
the machine capsized. Lafiion made 
frantic efforts to right the falling 
craft, but it dashed to the ground, 
turning over twice in descending. 
Lafion fell a few feet distant from the 
wreck and his head was ‘crushed and 
his right arm driven into his chest. 
The marquis was caught in the 
wreckage.

\LESSON 11.—FIRST QUARTER, FOR 
JAN. 8, 1911 


Text of the Lesson, | Kings xii, 26, to 
xili, @—Memory Verses, 28-20— 
Golden Text, Ex. xx, 4—Comment- 
ary Prepared by Rev. DO. M. 
Stearns. 


All the predictions and foreshadow- 
ings of Scripture und tieic fuitilimenis 
should be of the g-eatest possible in- 
terest to every child of God, and be- 
fore we leave the story of Rehoboam 
we should notice that in the fifth year 
of his reign, or just about thiity-four 
years after the temple was completed, 
it wus plundered by Shishak, king of 
| Bey. Compare 1 Kings vi, 38, and 
II Chron. xii, 2, 9. In John ii, 19-21, 
the Lord Jesus spoke of Himself as 
the temple and of His death and re- 
surrection, and He must have been 
about thirty-four years of age when 
He was crucified. 

In the lesson of today we are in- 
troduced to Jeroboam, son of Nebat, 
the first king of the ten tribes, and 
afterward spoken of over twenty times 
as the man who made Israel to sin, 
and this he did deliberately, although 
he had been told that the kingdom 
had been divided and part of it given 
to him because of this very sin of 
idolatry on the pait of Solomon 
(shapter xi, 31-38). He had also been 
toid that if he would do rght in the 
sight of the Lord the Lord would” be 
with him and build him a sure house. 

He seems, however, to have had no 
confidence in the assurance of the 
Lord, but was afraid that if the peo- 
ple went to Jerusalem to offer sacri- 
fice in the house of the Lord the 
kingdom would return to the house of 
pee ie ab ae eee and made 
wo calves of gold, placing one in 
Bethel and one in Eats for the 
people to worship and said, “Behold 
brought 
thee up out of the land of Egypt” 
(verse 28). There is an evil one, the 
devil, who hates the living and true 
God and His word and fis people 
and ever seeks to have people worship 
him instead of God. Whatever is not 
jthe worship of God is the worship of 
the devil and of demons, and all idol- 
atry_is of the devil (Deut. xxxii, 16, 
17; I Cor. x, 20; Ps. evi, 35-37), The 
great deceiver and enemy of God and 
man sought to have even the Son of 
God worship him and to that end 
offered Him all the kingdoms of the 
world and the glory of them (Matt. 
iv, 8-10). He will ere this age closes, 
but after the church has been caught 
away, possess a man whom all the 
world will worship except those whose 
names are in the book of life (Rev.

The whole thing was 
a device of his own heart, like the 
false prophets of Jer. xxiii, 16, 26, 
whom the Lord did not send, and 
therefore the devil did. Three of the 
places mentioned in our lesson were 
places of the greatest possible interest 
to a child of God, and if Jeroboam 
had been such he could not but have 
profited greatly by the recollection of 
what had happened there. Two of 
them, Shechem and Bethel, would 
jhave reminded him of an altar unto 
the Lord and of the Lord’s appearing 
to Abraham and to Jacob (Gen. xii 
and xxviii).

THAT ROLLER BOAT. 


Knapp's Brilliant Craft Is Up Again 
In Law Courts.

Multiply the “tanner” several 
thousund times and udd to it large 
quantities of annoyance and you 
have # partial financial history of the 
Knanp Koller Boat, which is again 
figuring in a law suit. 

Yeurs ago, before automobiles and 
aeroplanes were in operation, Mr. 
Fred Knapp. of Prescott, Ont., had a 
dream founded on the student lilt: 
“Merrily we roll along, o’er the deep 

blue sea.” 

As the result he interested Mr. Al- 
fred Laurie. a Toronto financial agent, 
in the invention and construction of 
the now famous Knapp Roller Boat. 
It was a novel idea, to have a boat 
so constructed that no matter how 


| high the waves micht dash, the inner 


compartments of the boat would re- 
main sthtionery, being swung on an 


| axle which ran the full length of the 


ship. 


In shape, it was not unlike an 


| airship, but was constructed of sheet- 


iron. 

The boat set ont one day on her 
trial trip and just by way of showing 
her independence was wrecked A 
short distance out of the harbor. 
Since that time she has been on the 
go. 

Her ‘irst trip, after being tied up 
for repairs was down to the hottom 
of the bay near Polson's Tron Works. 
There she lay for some years, while 
the soft, gooey mud gradually cover- 
ed her iron sides. 

Then one day it was decided to 
raise her and the resurrection took 
nlace successfully, the hull still be- 
ing intact. It was thought that it 
mieht be put to use as a coal boat, 
but as amphibious captains and 
crews are extinct something had to 
be done to stop Ler rolling habits. 


| Therefore large quantities of cement, 


weighing hundreds of tons, were fore- 
ed down into the lowermost portions 
of her interior economy as ballast. 
Men went down into the rusty hold 
with steel scrapers and for months 
were busv removing the corrosion and 
getting things looking as ship-shape 
possible to make such a 
creation, The work had the effect of 
awakening the wanderlust of the 
cratt.

Trade With France. 

Canada’s trade with France to-day 
is nearly double what it was ten years 
ago. Imports from France amounted 
to $5,500,000 in 1901, und total $10,- 
170,000 to-day. Exports have increas- 
ed from $1,580,000 to $2,640,000. What 
Canadu sells to France may be cov- 
ered in three principal articles: 

Fish, mainly canned lobster, about 
$1,000,000; agricultural implements 
and minerals, $932,000; and bread- 
stuffs, $337,000, Canada buys from 
France various kinds of dainty drese 
goods. France is fumed for its gloves, 
and Canada bought $556,008 worth .of 
these from France last year, Paris 
is the arbiter of fashion for the world, 
and funcy goods were imported, 
chiefly for use in millinery, to the 
value of $478,500. France is noted for 
its perfumes and soaps, and Caneda 
imported about an equal amount oF 
each—$133,000 worth of perfumery 
and $137,000 worth of soap. A very 
large trade is nlso done with France 
in spirite and wines. Last year’s im- 
norts of these were over $1,417,000.

Where Common English Phrases 
Originated. 


Who first gave utterance to some 
of the popular phrases of to-day it is 

ractically impossible to say, but it 
8 not so difficult to trace the origin 
of the sayings. Cheshire cats, for 
instance, are no different from those 
of other counties, but because Che 
shire cheeses used to be made in the 
shape of cats with fixed, broad grins, 
the phrase, ‘Grinning like a Cheshire 
cat eating cheese,” arose, 

The phrase, ‘He's a brick,” origin- 
ated from an eastern ruler, who, while 
visiting Sparta, asked his host,to show 
him the fortifications. Waving his 
hands toward his troops, which were 
drawn up in soldierly array, the Lace. 
daiinonian said to his guest: ‘These 
are my fortifications; every man is a 
brick.” 

The phrase, “Mad as a hatter,” 
really means as venomous as a vip- 
er, “Mad as a hatter” is simply a 
corruption of an ancient form, ‘Mad 
as an atter, or adder.” Mad in this 
case is generally synonymous with 
poisonous. 

The clause “It suits to a T,” mein- 
ing it fits exactly, is as old as the 
familiar instrument, the T-square, or 
T-rule (so called from its resemblance 
to the letter T), used by mechanics 
and draughtsmen for making angles 
true and tur obtaining perpendiculars 
The expression was in common use 
in the time of Dr. Johnson, who is 
quoted by Boswell as saying of War 
burton, ‘‘You see they have titted him 
to a T.” 

Muny people are shocked when they 
hear the expression so often used, “1 
don’t care a dain.” They think it is 
profane. The word “dam,” however 
when used with ‘I don’t care,” is not 
in the least profane, and is equivalent 
to saying, “I don’t care two cents.’ 
The dam is a two-cent piece current 
in India, and this phrase is of Indian 
origin, and was i LY used to con 
vey the idea that the user was u‘t>rly 
indifferent. ‘I don’t care a brass but. 
ton” or “I don’t care a cent’ are 
equivalent expressions. 

There are two accounts of the origin 
of the expression ‘Mind your P's ami 
Q's.” According to one, it arose fron 
the early inethod used in public 
houses of charging customers for th: 
amount of beer they had consumed on 
credit. P stood for pint, Q for quart 
and, as the scores were settled weekly, 
it was necessary for the toper to watch 
his P’s and Q's. According to th 
other explanation, the plirase owe- 
its origin to the difficulty printer: 
have experienced from time immemor 
ial in distinguishing between the low 
er-case p’s and ae of the Roman type 
The similarity between the two let 
ters is so great, particularly when 
they are reversed, as in the pruces: 
of distributing, that the printer’s ap- 
prentice is always warned by the 
foreman to ‘mind his P’s and Q’s.”

Bank of Canada, submitted at the an- 
nual general meeting of the share- 
holders, held on Saturday, December | 
17th, was a most satisfactory one. It} 


over the amount required for divi- 
dends, In fact, the bank earned at 
the rate of 14 per cent. on the aver- 
age paid-up capital, and as a result 
of the satisfactory earnings increas- 
ed their dividend from 7 to 8 per} 
cent. The net profits for the year, 
after deducting expenses of manage- 
ment, interest due depositors, ete., 
ete., amounted to $451,620. During 
the year $800,000 of new stock was | 
issued at a premium of 25 per cent., 
amounting to $359,810. These two 
sums, together with,the balance at 
the credit of account on November 
30, 1909, amounting to $28,000, made 
a total of $840,107 available for dis- 
tribution, This was apportioned as 
follows: | 

Three quarterly dividends at the 
rate of 1% per cent. and one at the, 
rate of 2 per cent., a total of $500,000)/ 
transferred to the rest account, this 
sum being made up of premiums on 
new stock and $140,000 from the or-| 
dinary earnings; the sum of $10,000 
transferred to officers’ pension fund, 
leaving a balance of $80,000 to be car- 
ried forward. The paid-up capital| 
now amounts to $4,000,000, being in-| 
creased by $800,000 during the year} 
and the rest account now stands at) 
$2,400,000, being also largely increas- 
ed during the same period. 

An examination of the statement 
shows that the deposits not bearing 
interest amount to almost $15,000,000} 
having increased by over $3,000,000) 
during the year. This increase in| 
the deposits not bearing interest in-| 
dicates an increased capacity for pro- 
fit earning on the part of*the bank. 
The statement shows the bank to be} 
particularly strong in cash reserves 
in gold and Dominion notes, which 
amount to nearly 13 per cent. of the 
total liabilities, and also that the as- 
sets immediately available, including 
stocks, debentures and call loans, are 
very nearly $15,000,000, or over 37 
per cent. of the total liabilities. 

The net profits for the year show 
a gain of $44,000 over the figures of 
the previous year and the total as-

The hoarded wealth of India is tra. 
ditional, and all sorts of suggestion: 
have been made to bring about the

fallow. A few years ago Sir Ernest 
Cable had a good deal to say on the 
subject, and only a few months back 
Mr. T. H. 8. Biddulph, financial ad- 
viser to a native state in Northern 
India, in the course of a speech at 
home, suggested tiut all existing rail- 
way lines should be converted into 
companies for the purpose of “un 
earthing India’s hoarded millions.” 
In his opinion, the reason why In- 
dians are unwilling to invest their 
money in commercial undertaking: 
is, that they have no ready means of 
selling out in times of need. But all 
attempts to unearth “India’s hoard 
ed millions” had failed-until the co. 
operative credit society came into 
operation. We fiud the Lieutenant- 
Governor of the Punjab stating, in 
his review of the working of the co- 
operative credit societies in his pro 


vince during the past year, that “bags | 


of rupees, crusted with mould” have 
been deposited in the banks which 
have been established in conne-:tion 
with these societies. Sir Lewis Dune 
says that the restoration of these 
mould-crusted rupees into circulation 
shows that “the co-operative move 
ment is beginning to tap the hoarded 
wealth of the province.”’ He even 
looks forward to the movement as 
“one means of securing the erection 


of elevators in the great wheat ex. | 


porting tract.” The co-operative cre- 
dit system results in India, and may 
help in developing the industrial re- 
sources of India in a manner un- 
dreamt of by the Government, 


Birds Without Nests. 


There are scores of different kinds 
of birds in and uround the coasts of 
Britain which never dream of building 
nests, These either steal nests or do 
without them altogether, 

The kingfishers and the woodpeck.- 
ers, as well as the cuckoos, never 
build, but dump their eggs into the 
nest of any other bird that comes 
handy. Our commonest little hawk, 
the kestrel, has a fancy for the dis- 
used nest of a carrion crow or mag- 
pie if she can find one at a sulti- 
cient height above the ground to suit 


er. 

That odd-looking bird, the night- 
jar, makes no nest, but, choosing some 
hollow on the bare ground sheltered 
by bracken, there lays its two mot- 
tled, lvad-colored eggs. Game birds 
mostly have no nests, and lay their 
eae in a hollow on the ground. None 
of the plover family take much trou- 
ble about nest-building. 
curlew, or Norfolk plover, neglects 
even the few bents which the plover 
generally places below her eggs. That 
rare member of the plover family, the 
dotterel, lays its four pear-shaped 
eggs in a depression of the sand or 
shingle on the summit of a hill or 
mountain, 


Must Have a Tunnel. 


An interesting story of the construc. 
tion of the Canterbury and Whitstable 
line in 1824 is told by the writer of 
that part of “Our Home Railways” 
devoted to the Southeastern and Chat- 
ham line. John Dixon, the engineer 
sent down by George Stephenson, 
made a survey and chose an easy 
route through Blean, The Canterbur: 
committee was then called to consid- 
er his plans. “What! no tunnel?” 
asked one of these intelligent men. 
“No sir,” said Dixon; ‘I am pleased 
to say no tunnelling is necessary, and 
the line is practically level.” ‘Oh,” 
said some of the others, ‘we must 
have a tunnel.” They insisted, and 
Stephenson journeyed to Canterbury 
to choose a route with a nice tunnel 
in-it. There was, of course, no diffi- 
culty, and the site for a tunnel was 
found at Tyler Hill.

A horse that has been reared in an alfalfa pasture and fed a light 


ration of alfalfa all winter makes one of the finest horses to be fonud 
in any market today. Tv produce a horse of the highest type, with the 
cleanest bone, the best developed muscle, the best temperment and the 
greatest action and finish, nitrogenous feed must be used, and in no 
other feed can this most essential clement of nutrition be so cheaply and 
so abundantly supplied as it can by feeding alfalfa. 


The most successful producers of both heavy and light horses are to- 
using alfalfa extensively in the development of their young 
horses. 

A majority of horse owners are inclined to waste hay in feeding 
horses—that is, they feed more than is necessary for the muintainence 
This is 
true of other kinds of hay as well as of alfalfa. 

Rither light or heavy horses that are doing regular, Heady work 
should not, have more than one pound of hay per hundred pounds of 


jive weight. That is, a thousand pound horse should receive ten pounds 


of hay a day and a fifteen hundred pound horse fifteen pounds a day. 


A fifteen hundred pound horse that is doing steady work should 
have about four pounds of hay with his morning feed, the same amount 
at noon, and double the amount at night. Many horses will eat thirty 
or forty pounds of hay a day if they have free access to it. If a horse is 
allowed to eat such quantities, half of it is wasted, and if he is eating 
that amount of alfalfa hay, it is wasted, for it does the horse an injury. 
Prom two to two and one-half pounds of digestable protein is all that an 
ordinary horse can utilize in a day, and in one hundred pounds of alfalfa 
there are eleven pounds of digestable protein, This fare of alfalfa if too 
heavily fed is likely to cause kidney disorder, and may even bo respons- 
ible for abortion in pregnant mares that are fed too liberal a ratation of 
it. If it does not cause abortion, weak unhealthy foals will be the re- 
sult. 

Have alfalfa fel judiciously to pregnant mares, heavy or light 
work horses, and it is beneficial and: should be used wherever it is ob- 
tainable, and it should never be used as the exclusive roughage. Some 
objection is made to it on account of csusing looseness of the bowels and 
making the horse soft and easy to sweat, This is due to their having it 
in too large quantities.

PROVINCIAL NEWS. 


(Our weekly letter from Calgary) 


Tho establishment of a sugar beet 
factory within the Irrigation Block 
in the vicinity of Strathmore,. for 
which Dr. Charles Wiedinan has 
been for some time working, has 
now become an established fact. 
The Doctor, who came here direct 
from Germany in the early part of 
the month of November, has been 
working enthusiastically to induce 
the farmers to co-operate with him 
towards the desired end, and hus 
|now secured agreements for the 
growing of, at least, 2,000 acres of 
suggar beets, which it is proposed to 
increase latter to 4,000 acres. A 
large and enthusiastice meeting of 
farmers of the Strathmore district, 
was held this week and it was un- 
animously agreed that nothing coulc 
be of greater benefit to them at this 
time, then the placing of this fac- 
tory in their midst. 

The vital question agitating the 
meeting, was the organization of a 
cu-operative company to be known 
“The Co-operative Farming and 
Beet Sugar Refining Company, 
Limited’’, with a capitalization of 
$1,500,000, with head offices in 
Strathmore. While the head offices 
will be in Strathmore, the location 
of the proposed plant will depend 
entirely on the quantity of beets 

rown in the vicinity of any partic- 


\ Jular point, in order to reduce the 


cost of transportation ¢o the factory. 
Loading stutions would also be 
eatablished along the railway line, 
30 that the farmers could corveni- 
ently deliver their crop. 

The corporation papers are now 
heing drawn up. There will be 
5,000 shares of preferred stock and 
4,090 shares of comimon stock, each 
ata par value of $150.00 preference 
stock in the company, will be 
allotted to the farmers cultivating 
sugar beets and these will be repre- 
sented on the Board by four diree- 
tors. The common stock will be 
held by capitalists who will supply 
funds to establish the plant. So 
much interest has the proposition 
eaused amongst the farmers that 
numerous letters have been received, 
requesting permission to subseribe 
with certain portions of their own 
sections under cultivation. 

The proposed sugar beet factory 
will have an advantage over other 
manufacturies in that it wili be able 
tu offer work to its employees the 
year round, as they can be kept busy 
handling grain ated other products 
by the Co-operative Farmers who 
possers over 100,000 acres of land, 
a great portion of which will be used 
in the production of wheat, outs, 
barley and other cereals, This will 
be brought to maket by the Co-oper- 
ative Company and will cause in- 
creaved business for the farmers. 
There will be, also, sugar pulp, the 
best of fodder with which to fatten 
cattle, while the boiler house of the | 
sugar factory, will be used to manu- 
facture dairy products from cows 
fattened on this splendid sugar pulp. 
It is in intensive farming that the 
great wealth of the irrigation dis- 
trict lies, and, the experience of 
farmers in the Raymond district 
since the sugar beet industry was 
placed: there, leaves little room fur 
doubt of its success here. Dr. Max 
Wiedman has devoted himself un- 
reservedly to the study of this root} 
culture, and is of course, jubilant 
over the success of this promotion.

Mariquita Josepha Maria wus her 
name, according to the baptismal rec- | 
ords in the little white mission church | 
at San Junipero.

GEDY OF THE WEST, 


Colonel R. T. Lowery’s Little Journal 
Published In Kaslo During Boom 
Ended Its Short Career With a 
Unique Issue Which Is Now Eager- 
ly Sought by Collectcrs — Printed 
Its Own Funeral Oration. 


Westerners who remember the Slo- 
can boow still tell of a paper which 
is perhaps the most famous publica- 
tion of the pioneer life of the Rockies. 
It was Lowery’s Claim, printed in 
Kaslo, and finally forced out of that 
town by the hard times which follow- 
ed the inflation. 

The paper was founded by Colonel 
R. T. Lowery, a remarkable character 
who has made and _ cheerfully lost 
something over $30,000 in the many 
journalistic ventures fathered by him 
since the days of the Kaslo Claiin, 
and who still remains in harness in 
Greenwood, in the boundary district 
of the same province, where he now 
edits The Greenwood Ledge. In the 
earliest days of my mining experience 
I became a contributor in a small way 
to the divers and sundry Lowery pub- 
lications, and in that way became weli 
acquainted with the ‘editor and fin- 
ancier,”’ as he called himself, says a 
recent article in a coast paper. He 
was then, and still is, an original writ. 
er and an original thinker, a hater 
of all kinds of shams and, withal, a 
man of the most tender heart, and 
one whom I am proud to nuinbcr 
among my very good friends. Th» 
venture of the Kaslo boom result d 
in a loss of about $1,000; but, nothing 
daunted, the colonel came to th: 
scratch in the same spot in 1895 and 
resurrected his first journalistic ven- 
ture under the name by which it gave 
up the ghost. He succeeded in re- 
gaining what he had lost in the boom 

olocaust, and a fair profit. Still lat- 
er the paper passed under the editor- 
ship of Harold Bolce, the well-known 
mrgazine writer, who was then con- 
nected with the late “Barbarian” 
Brown in his mining ventures in that | 
part of the world, and he in turn gave 
way at the helm to David King, an- 
other remarkable character, who has 
since written much of literary value, 
and who now resides in New York. 
At that time the name of the paper 
was changed to The Kootenaian, and 
under that title it is still conducted, 
apparently with success, in the little 
northern hamlet. 

The Claim began its career at a very 
inopportune time, and felt the full ef- 
fect of the utter stagnation that : 


lowed the meteoric fall in silver a* 
few wecks later, and the consequent 
failure of the late John M. Burke's 
bank. It struggled along for a few 
weeks, in the hope that some silver 
lining would reveal itself in the clouds 
of encircling gloom, but eventually 
gave up the ghost and erected its owa 
tomb on its front page. The publica- 
tion of this general notification that 
Kaslo was ‘‘busted’”’ was most strenu- 
ously resented by those who were com- 
pelled to face the music without -the 
wherewithal to reach outer civiliza- 
tion, and the doughty colonel’narrow- 
yy escaped being the chief guest at a 

ttle necktie party arranged in his 
particular honor, Copies of the last 
issue of The Claim are few, and now 
command as much as $25. The Min- 
ing Review is indebted to O.lonel 
O. T. Stone and A. T, Garland of Kas. 
lo for a copy. 

At the time the paper suspend :d it 
consisted of four pages liberally pat- 
ronized by advertisers, but the box 
office evidently suffered keenly from 
inability to recover the amounts fe- 
presented in the space thus apportion- 
ed. A glance at the advertising pages 
of the final spasm gives one a night- 
mare of topsy-turveydom that com. 
pletes the freaky appearance of the 
sheet. The advertisements of those in 
arrears were turned upside down or 


the reading matt-r was graced by in- 
verted column rules, indicative of the 
impending journalistic funeral. 
he funeral address in the guise of 
the leading editorial was as follows: 
“The Claim goes up the shaft to- 
day, and will be deposited in the jour- 
nalistic boneyard with the amount of 
regret customary on such occasions. 
‘Its career has been short, but not 
altogether peaceful. Its readers have 
been numerous. It has made some 
friends and a few enemies. The pay- 
streak having entirely disappeared, 
we are forced to prospect somewhere 
else. To the few staunch friends who 
have helped us with their money and 
sympathy we extend our: sincere 
thanks. .To our enemies this article 
will be pleasant reading. Our suspen- 
sion will enable them to bamboozle 
the public without fear of being mo- 
lested, and consequently they will be 


happy. 
“Four months ago this paper had 
the brightest prospects of any paper 
in Canada, To-day everything is 
changed, Such is the life in the wild 
and bilvery West. One day a pros- 
pective millionaire—the next, nothing

SGUTH AFRICAN PARLIAMENT. 


Meeting Place One of the World’s 
Most Beautiful Buildings. 


The Parliament House, Cape Town, 
of the new Union Parliament of South 
Africa, is one of the most beautiful 
buildings in the world and was com- 
bed and opened for public use in

is 264 feet in bt a and is divid 
into a central portico leading into the 
grand vestibule, the two debating 
chambers state pavilions. The por- 
tico is of massive dimensions and 
is approached by a commanding flight 
of granite steps which run around 
three sides of I 

The pavilions are relieved by groups 
of aM tas with Corinthian capitals 
and are surmounted by domes and 
ventilators. The whole of the ground 
floor is built of granite and the build- 
ing above this is of red brick relieved 
bv pilasters and window dressing of 
Portland cement. 

Besides the debating chambers, 
which are 67 feet in length by 26 feet 
in width (only ten feet in length or 
width less than the British House of 
Commons), there is a lofty hall with 
marble pillars or tesselated pave- 
ments which forms the central lobby 
or grand vestibule. Adjoining this is 
the Parliament library, beautiful 
apartment, 63 feet by 32 feet, with 
galleries above each other reaching to 
the full height of the building. 

There are a number of committee 
rooms and spacious offices for the 

resident, speaker and officers of the 

egislature. There are, moreover, re- 
freshment and dining rooms, and not 
only smoking rooms but billiard 
tooms. There are likewise, roomy 
galleries for strangers, ladies, distin- 
euished visitors and the press. The 
‘round floor is occupied by the Gov- 
ernment departments and by fireproof 
vaults, in which the records of Par- 
liament and South African archives 
are deposited.—Pall Mall Gazette.

J. C, Fletcher Carries Off Niikado’s 
Cup With His Mare, Woodbine, 


Horse racing as we know it ‘in Can- 
ada is comparatively young in’ the 
Empire of Japan, but like other Oc- 
cidental institutions, it has won high 
favor with the shrewd little brown 
men whose ambition it is to control 
the trade of the Pacific. The Em- 
peror of Japan annually gives a cup 
to be competed for at the meet of 
the Nippon Race Club, which is held 
at Yokohama.

He 
won the Emperor’s cup with his mare, 
Woodbine, appropriately named after 
the O.J.C. track in Toronto, and also 
a cup awarded by the Mayor of Yoko- 
hama. In the first-named event, Wood- 
bine distanced all comers. In the 
race for the Mayor’s cup, andéther 
entry of Mr. Fletcher’s, named after 
the leading race track of Montreal, 
Blue Bonnets, was a close second, 
The Emperor's cup was presented to 
“Mr. Canuck” on behalf of His, Ma- 
jesty by Prince Higashi-Fushimi. It 
appears from the description of the 
events that racing in Japan is much 
more strenuous than even a steeple- 
shese on one of our Canadian tracks. 
The contests take place over. rolling 
land in which endurance in going up 
hill is a test. Mr. Fletcher has been 
a prominent figure on the Japanese 
turf for some years. Formerly, he 
used to ride himself, and entered Chi- 
na ponies.
